,iUU1  the  following  Statistics  it  will 
he  seen  that  the  hirth  rate  has  fallen,  there  being  6 fewer  births  ir 
1 92^  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  death  rate  has  increased,  ^nere 
heirs:  7 deaths  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  For  the  year  192., 
there  is  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  55,  Las*,  year  tne  excess 

was  7B . 


There  is  a considerable  decrease  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified.  In  1924  there  were  25  cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  5 of  nor-pulnonary  tuberculosis.  This 
wear  B oases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified,  and  9 of  non- 
rulmorary  tuberculosis.  Last  year  the  number  of1  deaths  from  pulmonaip 
tuberculosis  was  4 and  from  non-pulnonary  tuberculosis  1.  This  7/ear 
the  number? are  3 and  1 respectively. 

Diphtheria  continued  throughout  the  year 
the  number  notified  being  24.  Last  year  the  number  notified  was  30. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  epidemic  throughout 
the  year  63  cases  being  notified.  The  epidemic  occurred  mainly 
amongst  children  of  school  age , and  was  traceable  to  mild  cases 
attending  school  while  suffering  from  the  disease. 

I should  like  in  conclusion  to  make  the 

following  recommendations 


i 


1.  That  water  closets  be  substituted  for  dry  closets 

throughout  the  township.  . 

2.  That  the  Maternity  & Child  Welfare  Clinic  be  provided 

with  a centre  to  be  used  exclusively  for  this  work. 

3.  That  an  ambulance  be  provided  for  the  transport  of 

serious  cases  to  hospital. 

4.  That  a steam  disinfector  be  provided  in  order  that 

bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  of  infectious  cases  may 
be  thoroughly  disinfected.

The  ratio  of  no rwpu lmo nary  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total 
tuberculosis  deaths  is  as  1 to  2. 

In  my  opinion  the  notification  of  tuberculosis  in  this 
district  is  efficient,  and  no  action  has  had  to  be  taken  in  cases  of 
wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to  notify. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  excessive  incidence  of,  or 
mortality  from  tuberculosis  in  any  particular  occupation  in  the  district. 

NURSING  ARRAIGNMENTS  , HOSPITALS  AND  OTHER 
INSTITU TIONS  AVAILABLE  FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  District  Nursing  Society  carry  out  arrangements  for 
general  nursing.  No  special  provision  has  been  made  for  the  nursing 
of  cases  of  infectious  disease.  There  are  two  midwives  on  the  County 
Council  Register.  The  number  i3  quite  sufficient  . There  is  ample 
accommodation  for  small  pox  oases  and  other  infectious  diseases-
